™ This year’s bomb on Broadway was 
“Breakfast at Tiffany’s,’ a musical 
comedy so awful that it closed before 
it opened. 

David Merrick, the most prolific and 
successful legitimate stage producer of 
the past decade, produced it. 
=™ Truman Capote wrote the book on 
which the musical was based. The 
motion-picture version of his “Break- 
fast at Tiffany’s” was a box-office hit 
and won a couple of Academy 
Awards. Capote’s latest book, “In Cold 
Blood,’ was on the best-seller lists 
for nearly a year. 

Abe Burrows directed the stage 
version and wrote the libretto with 
Nunnally Johnson, one of Hollywood’s 
top producer-writers, Burrows was 
co-author of “Guys and Dolls,” “Can- 
Can,” “How to Succeed in Business,” 
and many other hits. 
™ Michael Kidd did the choreography. 
His past work includes dances for 
“Lil Abner,” and “Can-Can.” 

Bob Merrill wrote the music and 
lyrics, as he did for “Carnival.” He 
also wrote the lyrics for “Funny Girl.” 
™ Mary Tyler Moore and Richard 
Chamberlain, popular television stars, 
played the leads.

A farewell to the TY Western

may just never make it back to 
the Old West at all—at least not 
via television, not this season, and 


probably not ever. An old frontiers- - 


man since the age of 5, I’m turning in 
my guns. I don’t know my way around 
Dodge City any more, and the TV 
Western is to blame. 

It all began one Saturday night, 
some two years ago. I turned off 
Gunsmoke at 9:11 CST, and I haven't 
been near the Longbranch since. Now 
don’t get me wrong; I’m a clean, up- 
standing American boy, and I had 
been a Gunsmoke-sniffer for years, 
but this particular stanza was just 
too much. Oh, old Matt was there, 
broad-beamed and reassuring, and 
also old Doc and Miss Kitty, but they 
were somehow marginal to the eve- 
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ning’s fable. The real story was about 
this boy who was maybe in love with 
this girl, who seemed to have what 
might be called a hot bustle. She kept 
giving him these passionate kisses, and 
he kept saying, “Now hold on thar, 
Elviry” because the fact of the mat- 
ter was, he had to ask his maw be- 
fore he could stay out till 9 o’clock, 
much less get married. And his maw, 
a hatchet-face named Jocasta Krum- 
bein, kept on looking sour and just 
hating Dodge City and this farm which 
her late husband had left her with. 
So the upshot of the whole business 
was that Maw kept looking hatchet- 
faced, and the girl kept drooling, and 
the boy kept looking stupid, right up 
until I gave the whole catastrophe a 
fast, manual fade to black. continued 
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Good-by, Old Paint/ continued 


I could have been wrong, of course. 
By 9:15 Miss Kitty might have shot 
Maw, and by 9:55 Matt and Doc 
might have framed the young lovers 
for the murder. But what if they had? 
It would only have been a reverse 
play on the standard TV Western, and 
no more satisfying, really, than a scene 
in which the Rifleman runs out of am- 
munition with one shot fired. The real 
trouble is that they aren’t doing 
Westerns at all any more. They're 
doing “Ma Perkins” and “Young Wid- 
der Brown,” a myth that becomes no 
more bearable even when flavored 
with gunsmoke. 

If Iam a purist where Westerns are 
concerned, you can blame it on my 
grandpa. As I remember him, Grand- 
pa was an elderly gent with white 
hair, hooded blue eyes and the kind 
of lined, weather-beaten face that 
Gary Cooper might have achieved had 


he lived another 20 years. Grand- 
pa, born a proper Bostonian, had run 
away at the age of 14 and gone West. 
For several years afterward he 
chased cows up the Chisholm Trail, sat 
in on four-day poker games, and even 
took the long way around to Dodge 
City so’s the Injuns wouldn’t git him. 
He told me about the time he met 
Wild Bill Hickok, and about the time 
he saw two men shoot each other to 
death in a Dodge City saloon. You 
might fairly say that I thought well 
of him, and his stories. 

The nearest thing to a session with 
Grandpa, when I was a kid, was the 
cinéma vérité of William S. Hart, 
which I patronized freely on Satur- 
day afternoons. I am still convinced 
that Hart’s pictures were not only 
historically accurate, but were also 
well-suited to the instruction of the 
young. There was one movie, I recall, 
in which Hart was thrown out of town 
by the bad guys. Naturally, this didn’t

discourage him too much, and as soon 
as the bad guys betook themselves to 
the local saloon, he sneaked back 
down Main Street, looking unbeliev- 
ably sinister. As he reached the 
swinging doors unobserved, his hands 
dropped to his pistols. Was he loosen- 
ing the weapons in their holsters for 
a fast draw? Hart was above such 
folly; he proceeded to draw and cock 
two cannons that appeared capable 
of firing off 75mm. shells, and then 
he kicked in the swinging doors. 
With this edge, he was a great success 
in facing down the bad guys; if I 
remember correctly, just for good luck 
he shot down a couple of overhead 
kerosene lanterns and started a fire 
which burned down the whole blamed 
village. Offhand, I can’t think of an- 
other theatrical scene that comes 
closer to the realities of present-day 
existence, or that would better pre- 
pare a boy for life in the 20th Century. 

But the great thing about the Hart 
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movies, and the less realistic opera 
of Tom Mix and Hoot Gibson and Col. 
Tim McCoy which succeeded them, 
was that they delivered intact and 
unsullied one of the basic myths 
man has invented: the one about good 
guys and bad guys, crime and punish- 
ment, flight and pursuit. 

When television came along to shed 
its dim and flickering light on my 
middle years, I paid it, at first, small 
attention. TV had Milton Berle and 
Arthur Godfrey, but I didn’t see 
how they could get a horse on 
that little screen. Then some exec- 
utive genius bought the rights to all 
those old Hopalong Cassidy Westerns 
—and with them, came the dawn. Poor 
old Bill Boyd, long since pensioned off 
by the movie moguls, was snatched 
out of retirement, thrust into his hero’s 
suit, and shooed off to become an in- 
credibly popular hero of American 
kiddies. And following Hoppy, the 
midget screen blossomed _ continued

with Western heroes: the Cisco Kid, 
the Lone Ranger, old Matt Dillon, 
Wyatt Earp, Paladin... . 

It must have been pretty tough for 
the creative talents of television, in 
those days, to tell the same _ basic 
story over and over, 35 or 40 times a 
week, 40 weeks a year. They solved 
the problem, at first, by thinking up 
new and nuttier weapons for the hero 
to use. Bat Masterson used to go 
around slugging people with that 
fancy cane of his, and Wyatt Earp 
carried a totally unmanageable pistol 
with a 2-foot barrel. But after a 
while, they began to tinker with ‘the 
story itself. 


Then all began to crumble 


I first noticed that the TV Western 
was falling apart while making a cas- 
ual inspection of Have Gun, Will 
Travel some time back. This was a 
pretty kooky version of the Western 
myth from the start, and I am con- 
vinced that whoever conceived of it 
was in deep analysis at the time, be- 
cause Paladin very quickly shaped 
up into an 1875 version of our present- 
day favorite father-image: the psy- 
chiatrist. Indeed, in one program this 
frontier Freud came up with the great- 
est contribution to mental health 
since the invention of the couch. 

In this particular episode, Paladin 
was engaged as bodyguard by an eld- 
erly trapper, whose son—half-Indian 
and half-Scot—was threatening to slice 
the old boy loose from his scalp lock. 
The confused delinquent, it appeared, 
was bitterly resentful of his mixed an- 
cestry and couldn’t make up his mind 
whether he was, properly speaking, a 
Crow or a Caledonian. In the penulti- 
mate scene of the drama, Paladin ‘and 
the young man engaged in a fight with 
bowie knives about 3 feet long— 
a struggle that ended when Paladin 
plunged his instrument smack into his 
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opponent’s brisket. 

In the wash-up scene that fol- 
lowed, someone commented to Pala- 
din that it was tragic for a youth to 
die so unhappily. “Yes,” answered 
Paladin, “but it was the best I could 
do for him. He was hopelessly split. He 
would never have decided who he 
was.” Fade to gray, and you have in a 
nutshell the greatest psychothera- 
peutic technique of the century—i.e., 
murdering the patient. 

After that, the deluge. In the classic 
Western, nobody ever did anything 
for a discoverable reason: The villain 
did bad things because he was a Bad 
Guy; the hero was compulsively 
noble; the crooked banker never spent 
any of the money he stole—he was 
avaricious in a pure way. To com- 
pensate for this simple motivation, 
there was plenty of action: People 
were always being bushwhacked or 
beaten to pulp. In the new Western, 
nobody does anything much. Mostly 
the characters sit around and brood 
over each other’s psychological navels. 
Ma Perkins has triumphed over Wil- 
liam S. Hart, and people hardly ever 
get shot any more. 

Oh, I did take a brief peek at this 
season’s crop. They seemed to be full 
of noble children, brooding females, 
and cute horses; and for the sort of 
troubles old Ben Cartwright and his 
boys have, they’d do well to consult 
Ann Landers rather than Samuel Colt. 
I did see one drama which started off 
pretty well. It was about an old-fash- 
ioned rancher who hated barbed wire 
and the closed-in range, and aimed to 
bushwhack anybody who didn’t agree. 
But when he finally lost out, what do 
you think happened? A Trampas walk 
down Main Street at sundown? No, 
sir—he turned up in the cattleman’s 
club and everybody snubbed him. I 
guess he must have sold out and gone 
East after that. 

And come to think of it, that isn’t 
such a bad idea. Good-by, Old Paint, 
I’m a-goin’ for good. Don’t bother to 
forward my mail. 
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It won’t get tired. It just got tired 
of looking like a truck.

Petula Clark, 


once a face in the London music crowd, 


is singing up a fortune on American TV

When you’re alone and life is 

Making you lonely, you can always go 
Downtown ... 

When you've got worries, all the noise 
And the hurry seem to help, I know, 
Downtown . . .* 


In January 1965 a tiny, blonde Eng- 
lish rock ’n’ roll singer named Petula 
(Pe-TOOLA) Clark, until then little 
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known in this country, hit the juke 
boxes of the land with a song called 
“Downtown.” Not since the Beatles 
had there been such a commotion. 
Petula, who weighs 94 pounds in a 
dripping wet miniskirt and barely 
tops 5 feet, is a former child star who 
has run through several skeins: as the 
Shirley Temple of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation during World War

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II; as an ingénue for J. Arthur Rank, 
the British movie magnate; and finally 
as a girl singer whose development 
was arrested by the fact that her de- 
voted following expected her to re- 
main that sweet little girl all her life, 
and actively resented it when she 
didn’t. She fled to Paris, captivated the 
French, who had no preconceived no- 
tion of what she should or shouldn’t 
be; married a volatile Frenchman 
named Claude Wolff, an employee of 
her French record firm; and did very 
nicely singing “just anything anyone 


asked me to.” Still her face was just. 


one in the crowd. 

Then in 1964 she met Tony Hatch. 

Hatch, a short, plumpish young man 
who hardly looks the part of the high 
cockalorum of rock ’n’ roll he was 
shortly to become, was a musician in 
the royal band at Buckingham Palace 
during the day, and moonlighted as 
an artists-and-repertory man at Lon- 
don’s Pye: Records, where Petula was 
under contract, at night. One day he 
came to her with a piece of music for 
which, he explained, he had no lyric. 
She told him it was “one of the most 
marvelous bits of popular music I 
have ever heard.” He wrote a lyric 
and a week later they recorded it. 

“Downtown” exploded (her term) 
with such force that she was forever 
afterward to measure time as either 
“Before ‘Downtown’” or “After” it. 
She was on tour in Canada at the 
time, under the watchful eye of her 
husband Claude, who is also her man- 
ager. Suddenly the phone began to 
ring. It was Ed Sullivan, and every 
other American producer, waving fist- 
fuls of American dollars. She and 
Hatch could forget all their troubles, 
forget all their cares and go “up- 
town.” Or could they? 

The offers were there, but she 
couldn’t accept them. She was com- 
mitted to eight months of engage- 
ments at strictly Before “Downtown” 
prices. She decided to honor every 
one of them. With the exception of a 
single Ed Sullivan Show, which she 


managed to squeeze in live on a Sun- 
day in New York after a Saturday 
night benefit in Paris, she stoically 
watched hundreds of thousands of 
dollars go down the drain. 

Today she is really swinging—er, 
rocking. To add to her 50-odd 
European albums, she has made five 
American albums, starting with 
“Downtown” and progressing through 
such Tony Hatch hits as “I Know 
a Place,” “My Love,” “Sign of the 
Times” and “Round Every Corner.” 
This season she lights up no less than 
eight major American TV shows (this 
week: Dean Martin), and even more 
night clubs. 

At the most hectic point of her 
season, Petula and Claude Wolff, their 
two children, Barbara Michele, 5, and 
Catherine, 3, with nurse, arrived in 
Los Angeles from Paris on a Wednes- 
day night, and were whisked by big 
black limousine to the Beverly Wil- 
shire. The children were fed and put 
to bed. 

The action began almost immediate- 
ly. In the next 10 days Petula planned, 
rehearsed and performed three major 
TV shows and a 33-song concert 
at Diablo Valley College 400 miles to 
the north. It was a familiar routine. 
Petula went all day Thursday until 
11 P.M., rehearsing with her pianist- 
conductor, Frank Owens. 

Friday she kissed the children good- 
by, caught a plane to San Francisco 
and arrived at the college just in time 
for Claude to check the lights and for 
a brief rehearsal with the band Owens 
had assembled. After gulping a bowl 
of lentil soup she went on for 1600 
screaming kids for two hours and a 
half, arriving back in L.A. at 3 A.M. 

Saturday was consumed with confer- 
ences—her press agent, her British 
music publisher, her agent, her pro- 
ducers—and phone calls. Sunday she 
started rehearsal on The Roger Miller 
Show, bicycling back and forth to 
The Andy Williams Show, where there 
was some apprehension continued 
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Petula Clark/ continued 


about what she would sing. Andy 
loves Petula but he fears rock ’n’ roll. 
He wouldn’t let her sing “Sunny,” a 
big rock tune out of her bag, because, 
in the words of his musical director, 
“Andy’s audience wouldn’t under- 
stand this. Too groovy.” Petula didn’t 
say a word; she was happy to work 
out of Andy’s bag. They settled on 
‘Dear Hearts and Gentle People,” 
the Tony Hatch arrangement with the 
big “Downtown” finish. 

By Monday the pace quickened and 
she was torn between sets, eating when 
and if she could, sneaking a visit to 
old friends Pat Boone and Johnny 
Carson just down the hall, and hoping 
to make it back to the hotel in time to 
see the children before bedtime. 

Tuesday she juggled rehearsals with 
Williams and taping with Miller. 
Miller was being temperamental. The 
show was not going well, but her pres- 
ence lit up the dark afternoon. 

On Wednesday there were costumes 
to be checked, blocking and music 
rehearsals, autographs to be signed 
with her big bold initial “P,” and pre- 
liminary arrangements for The Ed 
Sullivan Show—she had to fly out on 
Friday night to do the show on Sun- 
day in New York. 

* * * 

As she gulped hot coffee with two 
spoons of sugar she talked about how 
she got to be a child star in the first 
place. It was 1941 and she was 9. Her 
father, a middle-class Englishman with 
strait-laced ideas, took her to the 
Criterion Theatre, where the BBC 
had a variety show in which small 
children were supposed to send mes- 
sages to embattled relatives overseas. 
When an air raid interrupted re- 
hearsal, the director asked for volun- 
teers to entertain during the interim. 
Petula sang “Mighty Lak’ a Rose,” 
and did it so well that the director 
asked her to sing it on the show. It 
drew an enthusiastic reaction from 
the troops.

She had a strong, sweet voice. She 
had that little-girl quality that Brit- 
ishers love to love. But “I was a girl 
who didn’t know who she was. I am 
especially fond of Tony’s new song, 
‘Who Am I?’ It is a good statement 
of the modern problem. And, it is the 
sort of thing I like to sing.” 

As for Tony Hatch: “Our meeting 
was a crystallization of things we had 
both been learning. We were sim- 
patico. His is a marvelous mixture of 
raw orchestral vulgarity and the most 
delicate mnuance—like a symphony 
sitting on top of a rock ’n’ roll group. 
He had to learn how to control his 
power. He did and I found myself 
singing as I had never sung before.” 

A close friend who watched all this 
happen adds: “Pet got with what’s 
happening. She digs the Beatles, she 
digs the Stones. Yet she brought to 
rock ’n’ roll her own discipline and 
a professionalism. She was anti the 
movement that says, ‘To hell with 
discipline, swing out.’ Most of all, 
what she has is all hers. That is what 
she communicates to an audience.” 

* *e * 

That is certainly what she com- 
municated to Andy Williams. He liked 
it so much that when they came to 
the taping of the final show on Friday 
night he couldn’t get through the duet 
without breaking up. It was the kind 
of laughter that comes out of pure 
joy. At 11 P.M. they still hadn’t put 
the finale on tape and Claude stood 
in the wings, suitcases and overcoats 
in hand. In the parking lot a helicop- 
ter stood ready to fly them to the 
airplane. It would be close. If Petula 
was concerned, she never let it show. 
She never missed a down-beat. 

That following fall morning, $25,000 
richer for her week’s work, she was 
rehearsing the Sullivan show in New 
York. She had had two hours’ sleep. 
Thirty-two hours later she was on the 
air live, her miniskirt and her dispo- 
sition unruffled, belting out the Hatch 
arrangement of “Who Am I?” She is, 
everyone agrees, sensational.

tember Telephone Hour chucked its 
musty concert-hall format and struck 
a decidedly unfamiliar note: musical 
documentaries aimed at involving 
viewers in the world of music and 
musicians. What’s more, critics opined 
that the shows proved (to borrow 
from Bell) the next best thing to 
being there. 

For Telephone Hour the road to 
resurrection in filmed reality has been 
a long one. A bit rocky at times too. 
The trip started back in 1940 when 
“Telephone Hour” became a Monday 
night fixture on NBC Radio. It stayed 
for 19 years, concentrating, until the 
end, on the sound of classical music. 
Which was OK as long as there was 
nothing but sound around. But then 
TV happened and in 1959 “Telephone 
Hour” was forced to transfer to the 
tube. That’s when the road started 
getting a little rocky. 

Bell handed Henry Jaffe, who had 
packaged The Dinah Shore Show, the 
job of adding sight to “Telephone 

_ Hour’s” sound. “Our first problem,” 
says Jaffe, who’s still the packager 


unpardonable. “We lost a lot of our 
audience,” Jaffe admits, adding: “Still, 
there were limits to how far Bell 
would go with pop.” Indeed. The show 
once refused to let folk-singers 
Peter, Paul and Mary appear on its 
stage. “It wasn’t the folk music we 
minded so much,” says Barry Wood, 
the series’ executive producer and an 
ex-pop-singer. “But we’d be damned 
if we’d let them play a kazoo!” 
Kazoos, it turned out, were the least 
of Telephone Hour’s troubles. Says 
John Howland, ad manager for 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
parent company to Bell: “We were 
trying to be all things to all people.” 
The show was something of a classical 
Ed Sullivan. But with a difference, 
says Jaffe. “We had a theme running 
through,” he explains. There musi 
have been times they wished they 
hadn’t. He asks: “Have you ever 
tried to fit an aria into a Western 
setting?” And Barry Wood kids about 
being down to “one last way to do 
a Rodgers-and-Hart medley.” Says 
Howland: “We were stuck. continued 
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Bell Telephone Hour/continued 


The show was static, rigid—like a 
cooky cutter.” 

It was. But, although a mixed bag 
musically, Telephone Hour never held 
back on hiring talent: classical musi- 
cians and singers of the caliber of 
Isaac Stern and Renata Tebaldi; Ella 
Fitzgerald and Lena Horne to handle 
pop; Nureyev and Fonteyn to take 
care of ballet. Yet despite such talent, 
Telephone Hour was suffering from 
musical malnutrition. Says Howland: 
“The viewers were not involved.” 

That wasn’t Bell’s biggest head- 
ache. With only a paltry 10 mil- 
lion or so looking in each week, Tele- 
phone Hour was worried about getting 
a busy signal from NBC in 1966-67. 
“We weren’t pulling our share of the 
ratings load,’ Howland says. 


Sought respectable rating 


Ratings were a new worry for Bell. 
Howland explains: “We never hoped 
to reach the general audience. People 
who don’t care about good music will 
‘watch Lassie anyway. But we haven’t 
been in TV for our health. We wanted 
the biggest share of our kind of audi- 
ence: the thoughtful members in a 
community, the movers—and. we 
weren't getting them.” 

The distress signal went up. Bell 
wanted something new. Drama may- 
be. Only they hated to lose their 
identity with music. Offered AT&T: 
What about documentaries showing— 
no holds barred—what musicians ex- 
perience before stepping on a stage? 

Bell had Jaffe hire some of the 
brightest and hippest documentary 
makers in the business: Warren Wal- 
lace, Richard Leacock and Robert 
Drew. The shows would cost Bell $3,- 
500,000 to produce, or about 20 per- 
cent more than the old series. And 
there would be risks. They were going 
to use the hand-held camera, cinéma 
vérité technique, a haphazard, better- 
be-there-when-it-happens method 
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which has its disadvantages. Says 
Robert Drew: “The picture shakes, the 
color’s not as good and the sound 
suffers.” Still, Drew maintains, “the 
technique does capture real characters 
in real dramatic situations.” 

That it does. Dramatic and touch- 
ingly human situations too. In. the 
series opener, “A Man’s Dream,” about 
Gian Carlo Menotti’s music festival in 
Spoleto, Italy, you saw Menotti letting 
loose with a lulu of a temper, bawling 
out singer Judith Blegen (“It’s about 
time you got it right, don’t you 
think?”). In another show, filmed at 
the Berkshire Festival at Tanglewood, 
conductor Erich Leinsdorf stops an 
open-air rehearsal to inquire about 
singer Jane Marsh’s momentary dis- 
traction (“Mosquito?” he asks— 
“Yes,” she giggles). And in “A Por- 
trait of Van Cliburn,” the bushy- 
haired pianist gets chided by his 
mother for being late for supper 
(“He’s got telephone-itis,” she ex- 
plains to some patiently waiting 
guests). With all this, viewers are 
treated to fragments of good music. 

As to the success of the new series, 
Bell had only to read the papers. The 
critics called it everything from “fas- 
cinating” to “the finest artistic treats 
viewers have ever had.” 

With notices like that, Telephone 
Hour can say so long to its starchy 
image. Although there are still pit- 
falls. Drew says that the success of 
cinéma vérité pretty much depends 
on the subjects’ “losing awareness of 
the omnipresent camera.” Usually 
they do. But not always. Van Cli- 
burn, for instance, reportedly sneaked 
out on his crew to grab a smoke (he 
supposedly doesn’t want to be filmed 
smoking). Further, some of the shows 
have suffered from a lack of focus, or 
as one critic wrote, “merely mixing 
pictures and music.” But, reasons 
Drew, “with a show like this, you 
figure two misses for every hit. Bell 
will eventually figure out what works 
and what doesn’t. The important thing 
is that they’ve done it.”

The Affluent Viewer Returns 


TV networkers can scarcely believe 
their eyes. Is it possible they are 
winning back some of those elusive 
“better” viewers who had sworn off 
TV? There has been growing evidence 
this season in Nielsen Audience Data 
of a rise in viewing in upper-income, 
better-educated homes and a corre- 
sponding drop-off of watching in less 
affluent households. The ratings seers 
have partly attributed it, for want of 
a better explanation, to upper-class 
homes’ acquiring color sets (a status 
symbol) and to some extent redis- 
covering what the little box has to 
offer. 

Now, however, there are indications 
that the networks’ six nights of prime- 
time movies may be a big come-on. 
The pictures not only pull nifty 
ratings; they attract a disproportionate 
following in better-heeled homes. An 
even more significant implication is 
that the networks may not be as 
dependent on old Hollywood films as 
they had thought; a substantial audi- 
ence is going strong for those un- 
familiar made-for-TV flicks. Nielsen 
has found that NBC’s first of these 
this season, “Fame Is the Name of the 
Game,” got a 36.6 rating in upper- 
income ($10,000 and up) homes, a 30.1 
in middle-income ($5000-$10,000), but 
only a 13.9 in lower income (under 
$5000) families. 

Paul Klein, NBC research eagle, 
theorized that the wary, unaddicted 
viewer doesn’t want to get “hooked” 
on weekly fare, but will let himself 
enjoy a movie, perhaps on the grounds 
that it’s not really “looking at TV.” 
As for the reason such viewers go 


for the ersatz movies, Klein opines 
“people are desperate for new stuff.” 
Lower-income families, it appears, 
tend to avoid getting trapped into a 
two-hour, late-starting movie because 
they have to get up earlier for work 
next morning than their higher-paid 
neighbors. Surprisingly, NBC’s movies 
fared more popularly in affluent-class 
homes than did CBS’s “Glass Me- 
nagerie,” a dramatic special presumed 
to be of sophisticated appeal. 


One sentence in President Johnson’s 
State of the Union address last week 
was fraught with portent to the 
educational TV community. An ad- 
jacent remark sent a tiny shock wave 
through the broadcasting industry. 
Mr. Johnson said first: “We should 
develop educational television into a 
vital public resource to enrich our 
homes, educate our families and to 
provide assistance to our classrooms.” 
That “enrich our homes” was taken, 
in ETV circles, to be an implied bless- 
ing on the idea—espoused by the Ford 
Foundation, among others—that non- 
commercial TV should be further de- 
veloped in the U.S. as a broad “second 
service” to the existing commercial 
system. 

Mr. Johnson also said: “And we 
should insist that the public interest 
be fully served through the public’s 
airways.” He did not elaborate, and 
the industry was left to ponder 
whether he was just paying lip service 
to better programming or subtly 
prodding radio and TV to buck up 
their public affairs efforts.

\ X Je hoped all along there would be 

weeks like this on the network 
movie circuit. Right off the bat we'll be 
hitting .500 and higher; for, once the 
week gets under way with an unknown 
quantity (another tailored-for-tele- 
vision “World Premiere” offering, 
“The Longest Hundred Miles”), there 
are going to be two top-quality fea- 
tures for your pleasure, two diver- 
tissements and a film that, though far 
from successful, is still better than par 
for the movie-course we’ve been play- 
ing in recent weeks. 

The first of the don’t-miss movies 
is “High Society,” a musical remake 
of “The Philadelphia Story,” reset in 
Newport, where society is high in- 
deed; with Grace Kelly, Bing Crosby 
and Frank Sinatra replacing Katharine 
Hepburn, Cary Grant and James Stew- 
art as the romantic triangle, and 
with a wonderful, wonderful Cole 
Porter score to make up for what the 
screenplay has missed in the way 
of sophistication and brittle wit. 

The second is “Bus Stop”—and I 
hope the television series based there- 
on and the imitations thereof haven’t 
jaded your taste for the original. 
Nothing can quite match its delicately 
balanced mixture of tender anguish 
and uproarious comedy—exquisitely 
embodied (literally as well as figur- 
atively) in Marilyn Monroe’s perform- 
ance, certainly one of her best in 
her first role with depth. Even a bit 
of boggling in the last scenes can’t cut 
the entertainment of this film. 
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For simple diversion—but not all 
that simple—there’s “That Certain 
Feeling,” with George Sanders’ per- 
fection as a pompous comic-strip 
artist, Bob Hope witty and warm as 
the “ghost” hired to keep the strip 
folksy, Eva Marie Saint at her loveliest, 
and enough complications to go the 
gamut from the subtle to the slapstick. 
And if you like your simple diversions 
in the Grand Guignol manner, there’s 
‘Die! Die! My Darling!” wherein 
Tallulah Bankhead, the dahling, takes 
on the role of a_ grief-maddened 
bereaved mother with quivering jaw, 
rolling eye, gore galore and a luscious 
loquaciousness, and comes out ahead 
of the Thruppenny thriller plot. It’s a 
ball for Bankhead—and again one you 
can attend. 

On the serious side there’s “Behold 
a Pale Horse,” an artistic film but a 
frustrating and disappointing one. 
Directed by Fred Zinnemann (whose 
great films range from “High Noon” 
to “A Man for All Seasons”), it offers 
Gregory Peck as an aging Spanish 
loyalist guerilla brooding on the 
French border of Franco Spain, An- 
thony Quinn as the Spanish police 
captain who has sworn to capture him 
when he crosses, and Omar Sharif as 
a priest go-between. The beautiful 
photography can’t hide the fact that 
the drama is diffused, its point fuzzy 
and its plot contrived. But it’s a fine 
example of a high-class failure—and 
the class itself is a distinction when 
it comes to network film fare.

Diana Rigg is a tall, auburn-haired 
Yorkshire lass, perilously close to 
being beautiful, who is considered a 
character by her friends because she 
loses her keys several times a year 
and has to smash the window of her 
apartment with a milk bottle. 

She is also one of the finest young 
Shakespearean actresses of our time. 
This combination of the kooky and 
the classic has produced a television 
personality of such potential that the 
British are already talking about her 
as a world star not only on the small 
screen but in films as well. 

Miss Rigg co-stars with Patrick 
Macnee in The Avengers, an all- 
British series about a secret agent, 
played so stylishly that it took local 
viewers a long time to realize they 
weren’t watching the real thing but a 
skillful parody of the thriller formula. 

When the word finally got around, 
the series, already a cult with the 
“in” crowd, became even more com- 
pulsive viewing for the rest of the 
nation, and its creators hope the same 
pattern will unfold in the United 
States, based on the reaction to the 
first batch shown last spring. 

No one can be rooting for its success 
much harder than Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson, for in the midst of a 
desperate economic squeeze the series 
was sold to ABC-TV in the biggest 
dollar-earning TV deal ever—$2 mil- 
lion for the first 26, rising to $4.5 mil- 
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lion if the options are taken up. 

Only the Beatles surpass these fig- 
ures in the British entertainment 
world and they were honored by 
Queen Elizabeth with membership in 
the British Empire Order. Can we look 
forward, then, to Dame Diana and Sir 
Patrick? Not quite. But while the 
Treasury is gloating over the hard 
currency, let us repair to Boreham- 
wood Studios, where they are laying 
in champagne because our heroine, it 
is whispered, has to get slightly stoned 
to relax properly for still photography. 

Asked to give a one-word de- 
scription of herself, Miss Rigg once 
said: “Tall.” She insists she is only 
5-feet-844, so it must be an optical 
illusion that in sandals she stands al- 
most eye to eye with Macnee, who 
is 6-feet-1. Whatever her height, there 
is hardly an inch that isn’t exactly 
where it.should be and a computer 
could hardly have programmed a more 
fetching face. The eyes are brown, 
the cheekbones high; freckles dust the 
clear skin which needs no makeup 
except for the camera and special 
occasions; and the teeth are strong, 
white and serviceable. 

When this filming season started, 
Miss Rigg commuted between Strat- 
ford upon Avon, where she starred 
for the Royal Shakespeare Company 
as Viola in “Twelfth Night,” and the 
TV studio where she played Mrs. 
Emma Peel, wealthy widow of a test 
pilot and Macnee’s companion in his 
bizarre adventures. This dual actiy- 
ity called forth snob remarks like 
“from the sublime to the ridiculous,” 
but Miss Rigg does not see it that 
way at all. “Television,” she says, 
“taught me an economy of style I 
didn’t have before. I feel it has done 
me nothing but good. When I meet 
directors now my attitude is different, 
I can be constructive instead of being 
simply an instrument of theirs.’ She 
was so constructive in her ideas for the 
role of Viola that they let her play it 
her own way at Stratford, an unusual 
tribute for which television can take 
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part of the credit. 

Miss Rigg was born in England, 
spent her childhood in India where 
her father was in the government 
service, and was sent back home for 
education. She studied at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art and did a 
little modeling while at liberty. She 
says she was an unorthodox model, 
apt to turn up on rainy days in gum 
boots and trousers and the other 
casual gear she still prefers. 

“All the other models, of course, 
turned up well groomed. They were 
advertising themselves. The stuff I 
wore bore no relation to the fact I was 
a model.” 

Aiming high, as she always has 
done, she asked for an audition at the 
prestigious Royal Shakespeare Thea- 
tre. She was accepted and spent five 
years as a regular member of the 
company, touring the United States 
and Russia in “Comedy of Errors” and 
“King Lear.” “I was the tallest Cor- 
delia in the world,” she says, adding: 
“Every time I think about how hard 
I’m working now, I think back to 
when I was 19 and waiting for the 
result of my audition at Stratford. I 
spent a lot of time in church those 
days because it was the only place 
I could find that was warm and dry.” 

When she left historic Stratford 
she was asked to audition, with a 
number of others, for The Avengers, 
to replace its first woman star, Honor 
Blackman, who had quit to go into a 
James Bond film. 

“Tt was touch and go whether I 
went to the audition,” she said. “It 
didn’t seem to be me, somehow. In 
the end, though, I went, and after- 
ward I said to one of the producers: 
‘This is all a waste of time, isn’t it?’ 
The producer agreed with me.” 

In fact, they picked another girl, 
but after two episodes they ran Miss 
Rigg’s test again, and her face and 
“animal quality,” according to pro- 
ducer Julian Wintle, “stuck in our 
minds.” The two segments were 
scrapped and Miss Rigg was signed 


for what had started out in 1961 as 
the quite legitimate search of a be- 
reaved husband for the slayers of his 
wife. : 

That The Avengers has evolved 
from the serious to the satirical is 
partly due to Macnee, who comes 
by his debonair attitude honestly as 
a cousin of David Niven, and his 
scene-stealing by heredity as, his press 
agent insists, a descendant of Robin 
Hood. He refused to take the plots as 
holy writ, though his first co-star, a 
dedicated actor, did. 

“Yd been playing villains in three- 
cornered hats in Hollywood,” Mac- 
nee said, “and I thought John Steed 
ought to be played the same way. 
They said, ‘Your performance is ter- 
rible. Do something about it!’ So I 
went away and bought the fanciest 
clothes I could, and I’ve been going 
on that way ever since.” 

Macnee is dressed by Pierre Cardin 
as an Edwardian dandy in waisted 
jackets, curly-brimmed continued

bowlers (derbys), always with a furled 
umbrella. The Avengers is almost as 
remarkable for what it does NOT say 
as for what it does. No one knows 
exactly who Steed works for except 
that his cover is that of a dilettante 
man-about-town and purveyor of old- 
world courtesy. (“They like his cour- 
tesy in the USS.,” says Wintle.) 

His relationship with Mrs. Peel is 
enigmatic. He never calls her Emma. 
She is always “Mrs. Peel.” He is al- 
ways “Mr. Steed” or “Steed” to her. 
Since she is not a secret agent, her 
motivation for joining him on a case 
is presumed to be a love of adventure. 
They never kiss, but one episode 
showed them apparently using the 
same hotel room. 

“They're not sleeping together,” 
producer Wintle said. 

“Emma Peel isn’t fully emanci- 
pated,” explained Miss Rigg. “Steed 
pats me from time to time like a 
good horse. My physical relations 
with him are, to put it mildly, ambig- 
uous. They’re certainly not active on 
the screen. They might have been in 
the past or then again they might be 
in the future.” 

Miss Rigg is still struggling with 
the contradictions of life at rural 
Stratford and in the white-hot fame 
of television. She can’t bear intrusions 
on her privacy, hates premiéres where 
she is being put on show. 

“T simply don’t understand the auto- 
graph syndrome,” she remarked dur- 
ing an interview that shifted from set 
to dressing room and back again to 
the set. An autograph hunter who 
stopped her in London got a frosty: 
“fm sorry but it’s illegal to sign 
autographs in the street.” Fan mail 
baffles her—one doesn’t get much at 
Stratford. 

Peter Brook of the Royal Shake- 
speare Company compares her to 
Jeanne Moreau. “She is like a medium 
soaking up a part so it speaks through 
her. She is what the French call a 
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theater animal, one of those people 
born with the theater in their blood.” 
She likes night clubs and dinner 
parties but she is at the same time 
an intellectual who spends much time 
alone, reading, thinking, playing 
records. 

She said she actually does chuck 
milk bottles through her apartment 
window. 

“I don’t pay much attention to de- 
tails in my private life and keys -are 
not very important,” she said. “It’s 
different with my professional life. 
My neighbor got tired of plastering 
in new panes of glass for me so he’s 
devised a window with a hinge and 
laid in a supply of glass. Now when 
I forget my keys and have to break 
it Ill be able to fix it myself.” 

Miss Rigg cuddled herself in a new 
baby lynx jacket, a present from her 
boy friend, and said her ambition, 
“generalizing on a vast scale,” is to 
be free. “I want to be rich enough to 
do what I want. It’s my eternal cry.” 

She is wise enough to realize no 
one ever really is all that free. One of 
the first things that happened when 
she began to make a_ respectable 
amount of money was that the in- 
come-tax people took an interest in 
her for the first time. 

About that boy friend: She says 
she is happily in love but does not 
believe she will ever marry the man. 

“ve always been chary of mar- 
riage,” she said. “At 17 I dreamed 
of an early marriage and motherhood, 
but by the time I was 22 I didn’t 
actually identify with it any more.” 

She is 28. 

As she strode away, a fine free- 
limbed girl, a spectacularly attractive 
girl, I reminded her of the lines she 
had spoken in “Twelfth Night”: 

“Lady, you are the cruell’st she 
alive 

If you will lead these graces to the 
grave 

And leave the world no copy.” 

A joyous laugh came floating back: 

“There is still time.”

Old Dad pursues 
THE SWEET LIFE 


Which means golfing, hunting, fishing 


and even owning part of a baseball team

le keeping score on the mari- 
tal capers of Bing Crosby’s grown sons 
have credited the four with seven 
wives—and the boys are still young. 
Alimony, child support and items en- 
riching the columns of Hollywood’s 
journalists have gone with the deal, 
the over-all package adding up to the 
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sort of thing that might shatter the 
spirit of the average parent. 

But Bing stays cool. Indeed, while 
the boys romp about the courts and 
in and about the swinging emporiums 
of Las Vegas, Old Dad goes about his 
business of pursuing the sweet life, 
one brimming with the purest pleas-

ure. Bing, in fact, may be Holly- 


wood’s foremost hedonist whose 
amusement is geared almost entirely 
to sports. 


There is no accounting for taste. 
Some men collect stamps. Others dig 
for old civilizations. Then there are 
saviors of the world and those who 
raise funds to protect the vanishing 
flock of California condors. 

But Bing, he has a good time trav- 
eling about the planet, hunting, 
fishing, golfing and generally indul- 
ging his whims. “I guess I’m making 
it tough on my agent,” he confesses. 
“T seem to be arranging my work 
around my other activities.” 

To gather a few fragments of what 
goes on with Crosby today, we asked 
him to review his leisure program of 
the past year or so. He spelled out a 
story that went as follows: 

Last fall, he hunted pheasant in 
Pennsylvania, after which he went 
after geese in Canada. Next, he pur- 
sued ducks in Northern California, 
where he owns a cattle ranch. 

An excellent golfer who shoots in 
the mid-70’s, Bing sponsors a cele- 
brated pro-amateur tournament each 
winter at Pebble Beach, Cal. (It will 
be telecast this weekend—Jan. 21 and 
22—by ABC.) When last year’s 
tourney ended, in late January, it 
was time for fishing at his home near 
La Paz, in Baja California. The mar- 
lin are abundant there, not to mention 
tuna, dolphin, wahoo and yellowtail. 

“We go out in the morning about 
8:30 and troll for marlin,” says Bing. 
“Tt usually doesn’t take more than 
an hour to get one. Then we go after 
the smaller stuff.” 

From Mexico, Crosby made his way 
to Florida to relax from his fishing 
vacation. He played in a golf tourna- 
ment and took in the Flamingo Stakes 
at Hialeah. And, a short time later, 
pressing business required his pres- 
ence at Rising River, in Northern 
California. It was the opening of 
trout season. “My biggest decision,” 
he recalls, “was whether to use eggs 


or flies in going after rainbows and 
German browns.” 

In early summer Bing was home, 
reading a magazine about Laurance 
Rockefeller’s tropical paradise at 
Mauna Kea Beach, on the island of 
Hawaii. Soon, in the company of 
Harry Crosby III, then 7, he was off 
for a 10-day visit. Crosby’s next port 
of call was Dublin, for the Irish 
Sweeps Derby at The Curragh; and the 
fall schedule called for the World 
Series, and partridge shooting in 
Spain. 

Now 65, Crosby occupies a 14-room 
French Normandy home, reposing on 
three acres in Hillsborough, Cal., a 
suburb of San Francisco, where he 
lives with his wife, Kathy, and their 
three children. Apart from Harry III, 
there are Mary Frances, 7, and Na- 
thaniel, 5. 

A man of considerable wealth— 
some have estimated more than $40,- 
000,000—Crosby has divested himself 
of most of his business interests. He 
retains Bing Crosby Productions, 
whose biggest winner on TV was Ben 
Casey, now in international syndica- 
tion. Currently, the company is doing 
Hogan’s Heroes. Bing also owns “a 
few oil wells” in Texas and real estate 
in California. 

Why he works at all today isn’t clear 
to his friends and associates, espe- 
cially considering his preoccupation 
with matters as important as some of 
the aforementioned. He explains sim- 
ply, “A guy has to make an honest 
buck.” After all, Uncle Sam has to 
live, too. 

So Bing keeps his hand in television 
and tries to make at least one motion 
picture every 18 months. He has been 
booked for eight Hollywood Palace 
appearances this season and for per- 
formances as a guest on the Bob Hope, 
Danny Thomas and Dean Martin 
shows. At ABC’s invitation, he also 
fished for Atlantic salmon in England’s 
River Derwent for the Jan. 29 Ameri- 
can Sportsman.

at Hillsborough, he describes himself 
as a dull creature who retires each 
night after watching the 11 o’clock 
news and is up at 7 in the morning. 
Around the house, he mostly reads, 
and writes letters to his pals scattered 
about the world. His drinking limit is 
two a day, “unless I fall in with the 
wrong companions.” He has eliminated 
smoking, except for a pipe after din- 
ner. 

“I guess you might call me some 
kind of square,” says Bing, “but I 
get around and I have my own system 
for having fun.” 

Over the years, Crosby has shown 
an uncommon interest in sports. At 
one time he was the majority stock- 
holder in the Del Mar race track in 
California. He also held stock in the 
Los Angeles Rams and in two minor- 
league baseball teams. And he has, in 
his day, invested in several prize fight- 
ers, including former middleweight 
champion Freddie Steele. 

Today, Bing owns 814 percent (he 
used to have 16) of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and he is a member of the 
group which recently was awarded 
the National Hockey League franchise 
in the San Francisco-Oakland area. 
Two colts belonging to Crosby are 
now racing in Ireland, where he also 
holds a one-third interest in the 1965 
Trish Derby winner, Meadow Court, 
recently syndicated in stud for $600,- 
000. Bing paid $3000 for his interest. 

Some biographers have wondered 
if Crosby actually is having the good 
time he professes to have. When they 
ask if he is a happy man, we can’t 
help recalling the rationale of night- 
club philosopher Joe E. Lewis. 

“Money is relative,” said Joe. “Some 
live in big mansions. They visit Paris 
in the spring, ski. at St. Moritz, sail 
in yachts and drive Rolls-Royces. 
Are these people happy? Yow’re 
damned right they are.”

“I’m just a country boy from Ohio,” 
he says. “A blueberry-pie, meat-and- 
potatoes kind of a guy.” 

“Ym for religion,” he says. “It’s a 
good, solid thing to get your teeth 
into.” 

“Ym a family man,” he says. “The 
only thing that really means any- 
thing in this world is your family.” 

“lm a very emotional person. I 
love Christmas.” 

‘Friends? You can make friends 
anywhere.” 

“Politics? I’m for cooperation.” 

“Plays? Never seen a play I didn’t 
like.” 


“What am I against? I’m against 
smut.” 

The dialog would be a smash hit 
in the Bible Belt. 

The speaker is named Dan Over- 
myer. He’s a big man in the TV busi- 
ness, but nobody knows him. In his 
New York office there are clippings 
from the trade press that say: “Who 
the devil is Dan Overmyer?” and 
“Overmyer—Who he?” 

Who is he? 

He’s a 41-year-old Ohio warehouse 
magnate. His various business assets 
are estimated at $250,000,000. He owns 
a bank, a business news- continued 
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Overmyer—Who He?/ continued 


paper, an industrial leasing corpora- 
tion, a credit firm and licenses for six 
UHF stations. And now he’s decided 
he wants to own a network. 

In fact, he already owns one. It’s 
called the Overmyer Network. In 
addition to his own stations, he’s got 
affiliates in the major markets of this 
country; he’s putting up $15,000,000 
in “seed money” to launch the oper- 
ation for a year and, if the public 
likes it, intends to spend $150,000,000 
in the next five years to make it com- 
petitive with the other networks. He’s 
scheduled to go into action in April 
of 1967. 

According to the Overmyer Net- 
work’s publicity announcements, there 
is a need for “new and dissimilar 
programming,” and, announces Mr. 
Overmyer, “We aim to fill this re- 
quirement.” Strictly on the face of 
it, it seems very unlikely. With three 
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networks in the grip of a programming 
pathology that no Madison Avenue 
physician has yet been able to cure— 
it would take a most extraordinary 
man to pull it off. 

And—strictly on the face of it— 
Mr. Overmyer is not an extraordi- 
nary man. 

He’s a burly 6-footer with a crew 
cut, little unblinking eyes, a homely, 
expressionless face, and a Rotarian’s 
handshake. He lumbers around his 


- office in a short-sleeved open-necked 


shirt and somewhat baggy trousers. 
Someone recently described him as 
looking like a “prosperous farmer.” 
The truth is he looks like a prosper- 
ous butcher. He’d look perfectly ap- 
propriate in a long white apron, 
hacking vigorously at a side of beef. 
When dressed to the nines, he looks 
like a small-town businessman who’s 
come to the sinful city to attend a 
convention, to see the shows and to 
raise a little Cain in hotel corridors. 


Not much for labels 


In the general area of thoughts 
and opinions about his life and 
times, he’s cautious and bromidic, 
His “country boy—family—religion— 
Christmas—anti-smut” philosophy was 
minted in the lower-middle-class 
mainstream. It’s alien to him to take 
positions, or to support or oppose 
anything strongly. (“Some people 
might say I’m liberal; some people 
might say I’m conservative. I’ve never 
thought about it. I’m not much for 
labels.”) He claims to mean it when 
he says he’s never seen a play he 
hasn’t liked. (“I’m an uncultured lout, 
I guess.”) He’s a party-line man. His 
party is: Respectability. 

His views on TV are utterly re- 
spectable. 

His criticisms of the current prod- 
uct are as follows: “It’s bland. You 
know what I mean by bland? You’ve 
got about as bland programming as 
you can possibly have. The blandness 
is for the purpose of not offending 
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anybody. Everybody’s making lots of 
money. What need is there on their 
part to take chances on anything 
really new? All the nets imitate each 
other time after time. It limits the 
variety of stuff you see.” 


Shakespeare and girls 


His solutions to TV’s problems: 
“Frankly, I could hope we could 
improve the cultural level of TV 
shows. Very little is being done for 
the average educated person. We need 
a better caliber of cultural program. 
Opera—symphony—good drama.” As 
might be expected, this season, his 
examples of good drama are: Shake- 
speare and Arthur Miller. He insists 
he really likes Shakespeare: “I like 
him. I don’t know why. Just like I 
like girls.” 

His personal tastes in TV fare: His 
all-time favorite is “The Honeymoon- 
ers.” “Jackie Gleason is just great,” he 
says. “I also like The Rogues.” And 
than hastily he adds, “And I also 
liked—what was that show? You 
know—Playhouse . Playhouse 
something . . . yeah, 90, that’s it.” 

To put it mildly, he’s no cultural 
pioneer. In fact in matters intellectual 
and artistic he can’t hold a candle to 
Sinclair Lewis’ much-maligned Bab- 
bitt. 

Strictly on the face of it you’d be 
justified in concluding that this is no 
man to come up with “new and dis- 
similar programming.” 

Strictly on the face of it you’d be 
justified in doubting if he could come 
up with “new and dissimilar” any- 
thing. 

And strictly on the face of it you’d 
be wrong. 

Mr. Overmyer belongs to a unique 
and characteristically American breed 
of human being. He’s conventional as 
a church picnic in the realm of human 
values—but a good many will describe 
him as a near-genius in the realm of 
business. In that realm he decidedly 
thinks for himself. 


The son of a prosperous grocer and 
warehouseman in Toledo, Ohio, Dan 
Overmyer, after a stint in World War 
II and at Ohio’s Denison University, 
went into business for himself. “I 
didn’t want to work for anyone. I 
wanted to go out in the world and 
make money.” He started with a high 
IQ: and $4000. Twenty years later, 
it had turned into $250,000,000. He did 
it, he says, by “giving people what 
they need”—which is an embarrassed 
way of saying that he was a revolu- 
tionary in his own field. He thought 
up so many new ways of maximizing 
the efficiency of the warehouse busi- 
ness that blue-chip industrial clients 
flocked to his doors and he ended 
up with the first nationwide network 
of warehouses in the country—260 
of them in 60 cities. 


Elephants and typewriters 


His working principle, like Henry 
Ford’s, is to invent ways to give his 
clients greater value for their money 
than the competition. He opened a 
leasing company and advertises “We 
lease anything . . . elephants, type- 
writers . . . TV cameras, hair driers, 
machine tools.” He opened the Pro- 
gress National Bank of Toledo and 
keeps it open from 8 A.M. to 8 P.M. 
six days a week and offers up to 5 
percent on certificates of deposit. He’s 
using the same approach in the TV 
world. Here’s the inventive bait the 
big burly man is offering to people: 

To independent stations he’s offering 
two fascinating lures. One is money: 
“Our arrangements with stations are 
entirely different from the networks’,” 
he says. “Under the network setup, 
the affiliates get paid a percentage of 
the amount of advertising revenue the 
networks receive from the sponsors for 
that market. This percentage is negoti- 
ated; it ranges from zero percent in the 
case of new, limited-penetration UHF 
stations all the way to 50 percent of the 
revenue. I think the average is well 
under one-third. Further- continued 
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more, this percentage is reduced by 
network discounts, which are con- 
siderable: They can drop the rate- 
per-minute from $1200 or $1250 down 
to $800. With us, they can sell one- 
third of their total minutes, and sell it 
at a better rate, without network dis- 
counts. And all the money received 
is theirs. The stations definitely pre- 
fer this method.” 

The other lure is a legal and profit- 
able way to beat the FCC limitations 
on signal range. The FCC’s channel- 
spacing rules mean, in effect, that a 
station’s signal seldom reaches farther 
than 80 to 100 miles. Overmyer plans 
to distribute individual stations’ 
shows. “We'll broadcast their pro- 
grams all over the country. This will 
substantially fatten up their budgets.” 

To advertisers, he is offering a 
chance to produce their own shows: 
“For a long time the advertiser and 
the agency have not been able to ex- 
press themselves. They’ve had to pur- 
chase shows from networks: Many feel 
that they could have created better 
shows. We’re opening up a creative 
channel for them.” 

And to independent producers, 
writers, artists and talent agencies, 
he’s offering a chance to buck the 
strangle hold over their products by 
the three networks. “We're giving 
them a much more flexible outlet. This 
is a network for Independents.” 


Chiefs and indians 


It is a curious fact that when Dan 
Overmyer starts to talk about busi- 
ness, he turns into a very different 
man—less Respectable, more individ- 
ual, and not conventional at all. 
When asked to what qualities he at- 
tributes his success, he calmly puts 
“intelligence” on top of the list. He 
candidly views himself as unusual: 
“I wanted to get out in the world 
and do things. I don’t think that’s so 
common. I think security is what 
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moves most people.” He sees business 
as a battle: “It offers a continual way 
to overcome obstacles and to meet the 
challenges of life. The goal is the 
challenge of the fight itself.’ He sees 
people as divided into “chiefs” and 
“Indians.” It is quite apparent that he 
considers himself a “chief.” 

It is perhaps because of this that 
he is not overly popular with many 
of his business associates. One trade 
publication conducted an anonymous 
survey of warehousemen. They were, 
on the whole, anti-Overmyer. “There’s 
nobody more disliked,’ said one of 
them. “You have to wonder if it’s all 
him, or whether it’s because he’s suc- 
cessful.” 

It’s this aggressively self-affirmative 
streak in his personality that gives 
one a clue to his most interesting 
business decision of all: He has hired 
a man called Ollie Treyz to deliver 
the programming for his new net- 
work. 

Ollie (Oliver E.) Treyz is not a 
Respectable man. 

He is the former president of ABC- 
TV who helped to build that network 
in the days when everybody said a 
third network was impossible. He 
put it on its feet, financially, largely 
by means of his programming deci- 
sions—many of which featured the 
intense good-versus-evil contests, ac- 
companied by gunplay, that have come 
to be known as “action” program- 
ming, and as “violence.” Among his 
biggest hits were: The Untouchables, 
Maverick, Combat!, Wyatt Earp, Chey- 
enne, 77 Sunset Strip, Naked City, 
Hawaiian Eye and Zorro. At the 
height of ABC-TV’s prosperity Ollie 
Treyz was fired. One of the reasons: 
His views on programming clashed 
with the views of the Respectables, 
including most TV critics, the then 
FCC Chairman, Newton Minow, and 
Sen. Thomas Dodd. 

In certain circles, Dan Overmyer’s 
network president is cast as The Vil- 
lain of the Television World. The Sat- 
urday Review describes Ollie as the 
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man “who led ABC firmly down the 
path of the Vast Wasteland.” In a 
book called “The Great Time-Killer” 
Harold Mehling declared that Ollie 
“did more to lower the standards of 
television” than many other major 
executives. And recently New York 
TV critic Harriet Van Horne stomped 
in to Dan Overmyer and demanded 
to know whether he considered Ollie 
to be “a responsibly creative person.” 

In fact, Overmyer is wonderfully 
indifferent to all the disapproving 
brouhaha about Ollie. His opinion 
of his network’s president is as fol- 
lows: “I think Oliver Treyz is the 
most creative individual in the area 
of TV communications that I’ve ever 
met.” Overmyer, as he says, likes to 
put his teeth into something solid, and 
in the realm of business, it’s not the 
Bible—it’s the Ledger. He has his eyes 
firmly pinned on ABC-TV’s past fi- 
nancial flowering under Oliver Treyz’s 
leadership. ABC hasn’t shown a profit 
on its network operation since 1962. 
Coincidence or not—it’s the year that 
Ollie was fired. 

Unlike Overmyer, the man who is 
Overmyer’s right arm does not recite 
the Respectable party line to inter- 
viewers. He doesn’t talk cultural up- 
lift. In fact he takes a good hard 
whack at the “hypocrites” who do. 
Says Ollie: “What pretentiousness! 
What phoniness! No one who ever 
did anything significant ever did it to 
‘raise the cultural level of society.’ 
Did Shakespeare write his plays to 
aise the cultural level of society’? 
He did not! He wrote for the masses 
who sat in the pit. Did Dickens write 
to ‘raise the cultural level’? He did 
not! He wrote popular serials for the 
newspapers. These people have a 
schoolboy concept of ‘culture.’ What 
they call ‘culture’ wasn’t ‘culture’ 
when it came out. It was popular. 
There’s only one way to raise the level 
of anything—and that’s to do it well.” 

Like Overmyer, he blasts “bland- 
ness” too—but he blames the Respect- 
ables for it: “These committees who 


set up the lists of ‘don’ts’ are the ones 
who are making programming blander 
and blander. They’re frightened of 
criticizing anything. They’re the ones 
who literally push you into doing 
war series. At least there you can 
have a clear-cut enemy! They still 
don’t dare say Hitler isn’t a bad guy!” 

Obviously with Overmyer’s consent, 
he is still for hero-versus-villain 
programming and is planning a World 
War I series for the new network. 
“You have to have a villain and you 
have to have real heroes. Every time 
you do that well, and you don’t copy 
anybody, you succeed. These plays 
without heroes and villains, these 
garbage-can-sociological things, are a 
failure. My philosophy of program- 
ming hasn’t changed an iota.” 


They'd die 


Other plans presently boiling around 
in the Treyz caldron include: a two- 
hour UPI news show, a series based 
on Edgar Allan Poe’s stories, a car- 
toon series on the Bible, and a late- 
night show beamed straight from the 
U.S. capital of Sin: Las Vegas. 
“Listen,” he says, “if we imitated what 
those fellows on the other networks 
are doing, we’d die. ’'m doing what 
I think is right. ’'ve found out that 
I’m more apt, that way, to please the 
public.” 

And the Respectable Dan Over- 
myer backs him completely. He says 
of Ollie’s work: “It’s intelligent. He’s 
an experienced and dedicated man. I 
like him. And I like his imagination.” 

Both Overmyer and his network 
president seem convinced that their 
project will be a smash hit. Says 
Ollie: “We're going to kill the syn- 
dication business. A lot of stations 
in this country are doing nothing but 
grinding out yesterday’s mistakes, 
yesterday’s failures. We’re coming up 
with fresh, new material.” Says Over- 
myer: “We’re going to be successful. 
We’re determined to set a fourth 
course, and we're going to do it.”

In 13 years ‘Romper Room’ has 


KINDERGARTEN 


aren’t nearly as queasy about it 

as they might be. They know 
it’ll be just like Romper Room, TV’s 
perennial kilowatt kindergarten. For 
nearly a decade now, millions of 
parlor-tied 2-to-6-year-olds, led by 
a bona fide schoolmarm, have been 
coaxed into things like marching 
around drumming the daylights out of 
saucepans or learning why they 
should drink their milk—no easy 
lesson for some. “I’m a Scotsman,” one 
haughty little Highlander squawked. 
“T don’t drink milk. I drink whisky!” 

Romper Room is unique among 
shows of its ilk. Instead of being 
pumped out over a network, the show 
is syndicated “live”; that is, Romper 
Room, headquartered in Baltimore, 
provides each fee-paying local station 
with a trained teacher and a daily flow 
of do-it-yourself scripts. When you 
figure that there are more than 85 
US. and 45 foreign Romper Room 
editions, that’s a fairly populous play- 
room to look after. 

It’s worth the trouble. Not only is 
Romper Room one of TV’s most 
respected — and durable — children’s 
shows, but it’s said that sponsor fees 
and Romper Room ‘toy sales bring in 
something like $5,000,000 a year. 

There wasn’t that kind of money in 
the till when Romper Room started 
out back in 1953. It was the idea of a 
Baltimore TV-kiddy-show producer 
named Bert Claster. As Claster re- 
members those days, he was annoyed 
by the fact that, as he puts it, “there 
was virtually nothing on TV catering 


K ids facing school for the first time 
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to the preschool child.” Luckily for 
Claster, his wife ran a nursery school 
and knew a thing or two about tots. 
Why not, Nancy Claster suggested, 
simply move the whole kit and 
caboodle into a TV studio—herself 
included. 

Great idea, Bert thought. Only Bal- 
timore’s WBAL-TV, where the show 
was first aired, wasn’t so sure. Neither 
was wife Nancy—at first, anyway. 

‘T’d never been in front of a TV 
camera,” says Nancy Claster, who, at 
51, ranks as the grande dame of elec- 
tronic nannies. “Besides, back then 
Bert and I were making $80 a week 
between us—and we had three kids to 
feed.” 

As it worked out, the Claster chil- 
dren never missed a meal. Romper 
Room’s first season was so successful, 
in fact, that the hurrays were heard 
all the way to Madison Avenue. 

“CBS wanted to buy the show from 
us,” Bert Claster remembers, “but we 
turned them down.” 

“One reason,” Nancy Claster ex- 
plains, “was because Romper Room 
believes in the personal touch, allow- 
ing our teachers to actually meet the 
children.” There’s another reason too. 
“We can bomb locally,” Nancy admits, 
“and other cities aren’t any the wiser.” 

Bombing was something Romper 
Room seldom had to worry about. 
Still, back in the beginning, the 
program didn’t exactly snowball. “It 
wasn’t until 1957,” Nancy recalls, 
“when we were supplying the show 
to 22 stations, that Romper Room 
really got busy.” 
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given a generation of children their first taste of schooling 


Busy it’s been. Nancy Claster, in 
fact, runs Romper Room much like a 
“big sister” operation, rigidly keeping 
tabs on production quality through 
field representatives. And Nancy, who 
gave up doing the Baltimore show in 
1963, personally devises the daily les- 
son which utilizes an omnipresent car- 
toon bug named “Mr. Do Bee.” It’s 
‘Mr. Do Bee” who teaches kids things 
like “Do Bee a Walk Player” and 
“Don’t Bee a Street Player” or—as 
one teacher muffed it—“Don’t Bee a 
Street Walker.” “ ‘Mr. Do Bee,” Nancy 
claims, “helps keep education fun.” 

And Nancy Claster trains each of the 
Romper Room teachers herself—she 
has graduated 500 so far. The girls, all 
college educated, are between 22 and 
30. They undergo an indoctrination 
program which stresses, Nancy says, 
“that they’re nursery teachers, not 
actresses.” Some teachers, still, do get 
a bit show-bizzy. But not for long. 
Says Nancy: “I tell them, go 70 miles 
from home and nobody’ll know who 
you are. You’re not Elizabeth Taylor.” 

Not much argument there. Anyway, 
in 1962 Romper Room took off for 
overseas. And Paul Talbot, who heads 
the company which distributes the 
show internationally, calls it “a fan- 
tastic success everywhere.” Must be, 
because in Australia recently a 
Romper Room teacher made a personal 
appearance and was greeted by 10,000 
fans—‘“like the Beatles,” Talbot says. 
And, believe it or not, Scotland has 
used a Best of Romper Room in prime 
time once a week. 

Talbot explains the show’s success 


thusly: “Unlike most TV_ shows, 
Romper Room can’t die out. It’s school, 
and school goes on and on.” So do the 
kids, and it’s the kindergarten children 
who appear on camera who are, Talbot 
feels, the real stars of Romper Room. 

These “stars” are deliciously oblivi- 
ous to the tools of their trade. They 
trip over cables, bump into cameras 
and, Nancy says, “come out with any- 
thing that pops into their heads.” She 
once asked a little boy what a bullhorn 
was. “Oh, I know that,” the tyke re- 
plied. “That’s a horn a bull uses to call 
a cow.” 

But to the Clasters, Romper Room 
isn’t all TV playtime. It’s big business. 
Dozens of Romper Room toys are 
merchandized, and are pitched on the 
shows. And although some scholars 
don’t think Romper Room is the prop- 
er place for the Clasters to be doing 
their selling, they say they’re careful 
about it. “We wear two hats,” Nancy 
Claster says, “and I think we wear 
both well. If we didn’t, educators 
would have told us about it by now.” 

Probably so. Educators have cer- 
tainly told the Clasters, as Nancy puts 
it, “about the wonderful effect 
Romper Room has had on the pre- 
school child.”. Millions of parents 
would doubtless agree. “That’s the 
kind of praise that puts us in seventh 
heaven,” Nancy concludes. Yet heav- 
enly though the Clasters may feel, the 
Romper Roommates are, needless to 
say, right down to earth. As one little 
boy, stopping smack in the middle of 
a game, asked his teacher: “Say, where 
do you keep the potty in this place?”

There are two kinds of Westerns— 
good ’uns and bad ’uns, and this ’un 
is, basically, well, not too bad. But 
when we say basically we mean it. 
When you've got a train for a hero, 
you don’t horse around, and to say 
this opera is on the heavy side is to 
put it—well, lightly. One of its stars, 
for example, weighs 300 pounds. How- 
ever, if you’re not counting calories 
and you enjoy Westerns where men 
are men and the women aren’t bad 
either, then this may be your brand. 


Certainly at least one episode we 
recall, “The Dynamite Drive,” was 
loaded. It started with the train’s 
owner, Ben Calhoun (Dale Robertson), 
and his faithful co-star engineer, Dave 
Tarrant (Gary Collins), making a 
contract with a wily Scottish cattle 
baron, Royal McClintock (Malachi 
Throne), whereby they agree to trans- 
port to market, via their iron horse, 
1100 head of McClintock’s cattle. But 
for every day they are late they will 
have to pay $1 per head per day. 
Whereupon, of course, McClintock and 
his bad-guy helper Gage (Tom Reese) 
dynamite a landslide and block the 
railroad tracks. So, while Dave at- 
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tempts to fix the bridge, Ben has to 
try to drive the cattle with nothing to 
help him but railroad men. They’re 
game as they come, those boys, but 
it’s an uphill cattle battle. 

Meanwhile Gage, who is just as 
mean as they come, intercepts the 
messenger from Dave who was meant 
to tell Ben that the bridge is now OK, 
and shoots him dead. 

As if all this weren’t enough—and 
for many it will be—Gage also shoots 
McClintock. This time, though, he has 
gone too far—or rather, not far 
enough, because McClintock comes to 
life again and spills the beans to Ben 
about Gage’s meanness, Ben, however, . 
is still mad at McClintock. “First,” he 
snaps, “you hire a bunch of gunmen, 
and then you come down and beg my 
help as soon as they blow up in your 
greedy face’—which is quite a snap 
when you come right down to it, but 
for this show, it’s just run of the mill. 
Anyway, at the end, when Gage’s men 
descend on Ben’s boys in a kind of 
medieval joust—suffice it to say that 
Nils Torvald (the 300-pound Roger 
Torrey), Barnabas (Bob Random) and 
the others are ready for them and 
they, and joustice, triumph in the end. 


All in all, it’s an easy show to make 
fun of, but the fact is Dale Robertson, 
who has a Clark Gable quality, and 
Mr. Collins, Mr. Torrey and the others 
are excellent. So is the show as long 
as it involves big, broad-canvas, mass 
plots. It’s considerably less so when it 
gets—well, intimate. We recall, for ex- 
ample, an episode called “Cougar 
Man.” Here Ben had to hunt down, all 
by himself, an Indian (Henry Darrow) 
who had shot five of his men, was all 
meanness and, besides, spoke the 
King’s Indian in the accents of an 
Trish coyote. “He is,” Ben was told, 
“all the world’s misery in the soul of 
one man. To see him is to grow ill. To 
touch him is to wither. To fight him 
is to die.’ To which we can only add 
that to hear him was no picnic either.
